MONTREAL (CUP) — Twj can- 
didates for the presidency of Loy- 
ola Students Association are 
suing the Loyola News following 
a front page s*ory and an edit- 
orial In two Issues of the 
newspaper which were critical 
of the candidates.

Tuition problems beset US campuses 



DENVER (CPtt -CUP) -- Tuition hi 
kes and budget cutbacks are gi- 
ving an ugly edge to the mood of 
students hemmed In by spirallng 
costs. Although mo3t schools n^e 
staying tight-lipped abo*Jt their 
budget for next year* American 
colleges thai have putthebadnewr* 
on the line have been met with 
angry rallies, threats of combin- 
ed student/staff strikes, and ac- 
cusations that higher education Is 
becoming the domain of the rich. 

In Georgia, Illinois, Ohio and 
New Jersey students have con- 
fronted administrators in the past 
month over education costs they 
feel are becoming prohibitively 
high. Shoving matches between re- 
gents and students, egg-pelted col- 
lege presidents and rallies "re* 
calling the mood of the sixties" 



have been the result of 25 percent 
tuition hikes and layoffs of up 
to 80 faculty numbers at a sin- 
gle school. 

Students hit with the socond tui- 
tion Increase during the year 
at the University of Georgia form- 
ed an indignant crowd In mid- 
January, protesting what amounted 
to a 25 percent Increase in their 
tuition for the year* While tui- 
tion has skyrocketed, cutbacks 
have trimmed library hours, he- 
alth services and faculty and stu- 
dent jobs on the campus. 

At Trenton State College In New 
Jersey, students and faculty are 
gearing up for a strike on Mar- 
ch 15 to protest tuition increases 
of $235 and staff cutbacks that 
could send 80 faculty members 
into the streets. Chancellor Ralph 



Diingan was struck with eggs as 
he explained the school's $1.5 
million budget cutback for the 
coming year. Along with the no 
faculty members, about 1,000 stu- 
dents would he cut from the school 
to stretch available money far- 
ther. 

An ungry crowd gathered outside 
a regents mooting at Kent State 
University in Ohio earlier this 
month, protesting a $40 per year 
tuition increase. A shoving match 
broke out between students and a 
regent attempting to enter the 
meeting room* Six campus pol- 
ice held aboul CO protesters back, 
but the short scuffle sent one of 
the police to the hospital with 

bruises. 

Shdeits nt Kent State suggested 
that Instead of raising the tui- 
tion, the regents put a 25,000 



celling on salaries and consider 
trimming the amount of money 
going to Intercollegiate athletics. 
Meanwhile In Illinois, blacks and 
other groups are embittered Al- 
lowing a suggested tuition Incr- 
ease that would have students 
p»i;''ng one-third of their educ- 
ational costs. Black spokesper- 
sons called the tuition increase 
an "Immediate disaster for bl- 
acks and other minorities/' 

A long range tuition plan for the 
state's publish colleges would In- 
crease tuition by over $300 In 
three years. Soaring tuition along 
with halts in expansion ot facil- 
ities and hiring threaten to"com~ 
pletely gut what advances blacks 
and latinos have made in higher 
education", according to black 
State Senator Richard Newhouse. 



Other colleges and universities 
wMl probably bo keeping any tui- 
tion Increases under their hats 
until later this spring, after re- 
gents and administrators have a 
chance to figure out the differen- 
ce between their proposed bud- 
gets and the amount state legis- 
lators Itave actually given them. 
But if pr'vate schools' proposed 
tuitions areany indication, the out- 
look won't be good. 

Private Institutions that have an- 
nounced tuition lncr*>um for next 
year are upplng the ante about 
eight to ten percent. Total ed- 
ucational costs at Princeton will 
go up eight percent, Harvard Is 
Jumping 8.4 percent to $6,430, 
Dartmouth will be up 10.8 per- 
cent and the University of South- 
ern California about 9.3 percent.

For ft person who enjoys reading and cherishes a 
good book, a visit to a book stand is usually a 
disappointing experience. Nothing but colourful, gar- 
ish rows of varnished paper. Go down to Coles 
or any drugstore and check out the truth of (his 
stHiemcnt for yourself. 

When I refer to a "good" book, I mean one which 
shows you new Insights into the marvel and com- 
plexity of life, and at the same, time, leaves you 
with a Joyous sense of renewal. When found, such 
a book is to be treasured, slowly read and digested, 
in order to prolong the singular delight of Its dis- 
covery. 

In a flense I think that the modern writer has 
failed mo — me the reader -- miserably. This 
Is not just the case with such obviously commer- 
cial writers as Harold Robhfns, but also with more 
serious writers such as Mordecai Rlchlcr, I think' 
the modern writer focuses too much on the abnor- 
mal, the bizarre and the particular. In this Instance 
I think a mentality Is reflected in most writing 
wMch is similar to the cramped apartment the 
writer probably Inhabits. 

In other words, the present day writer seems to 
me to Ik? overly concerned with 'inwrapping the 
mummies of Freudian repression. This Is true to 
such an orient that the writer Invariably distorts 
the Inner reality of man ami yer- emphasises the 
darker sides of human psychology. Perhaps, howe- 
ver, and regrettably so, this may merely bo a side 
effect of the "cult of the anti-hero" which dom- 
inates modem literature. 

Commercial culture — Including the cinema, 
television, and the paperback novel — all seem to 
conspire to destroy any vestlgo of faith we may have 
In the essential goodness or nobility of man. For 



my part I like to believe I possess elements within 
me which are perfectible and that the essential 
quality of life Is optimism. Yet how often It seems 
that llbertarlanism or sheer vulgarity Is pandered 
about under the guise of "freedom" and 1 am en- 
couraged to Indulge In all kinds of ridiculous fant- 
asies. 

The entertainment industry appears to bo domin- 
ated by crass Interests and the writer Is frequently 
caught up In the cheap w>iirl of commercialism. The 
result Is that greed or popularity often become the 
directives and dictators of writing. In any case, 
this Is the convoluted manner In which I explain the 
absence of a "good" book from motf book stands. 

Arnold once suggested thai literature should serve 
as "a power of forming, sustaining and delighting 
us". I also think that the writer should offer a 
"criticism o* life" with the view of making the 
examined life more liveable. Bel the present-day 
novel seems to detract from these alms ami on the 
whole seemt; to denigrate man and the joy ofllfe 
Itself. For Instance, Philip Roth aid Gore Vital - to 
my mind - Illustrate a narrow and miserable spirit 
in much o* their work. 

To re-afflrm my faith In life, in self, and man, 
I find myself turning more and more to classical 
literature and 19th century writers. From my own 
experience, I find thn fc most present-day writing 
simply dues not support the human spirit, Evaa 
taking Ihe most tolerant vie*, suiity, comprehonsi- 
blllty, a.vl cheer seem to have departed from the 
nov>*t. 

I seek appreciations of life as u Ish seeks water.

A .novel of the "disaster 
genre by Patrick Wyatt, "Irish 
Rn;e M (213 pp.) otfers an Inter- 
esting twist to th* birth control 
question. Hero the disaster !«r 
bc^n the pill. The populations 
of the advanced Industrial coun- 
tries face extinction tweausethe 
use of a pill over an extended 
period of Urn* has somehow 
Induced permanent sterility in the 
female part of the species. 
"City in the Sky" by Curt Slo* 
dinAk (2t8 pp.) offers a differ- 
ent form to the "Siberia" of 
the future. Dissident intellectuals 
and other political misfits are 

isolated from the healthy terr- 
wflal population in a satcllte 
prison in the outer atmosphere. 






1) Social Commentary 
"End Product" by Barry Nor- 
man (243 pp.) is a projection of 
racist trends into the future. 
The white, brown, and yellow 
peoples lay aside their differ- 
ences to pang up on the Blacks. 
Eventually, the Negro comes tobo 
treated as a "resource" to be 
farmed and eaten. It all has a plau- 
sible ring and In many ways, the 
novel Is a parody of much of 
(present day liberal altruism. 
John Brunner's "The Wrong End 
of Time" (183 pp.) is a glimpse 
of a future Fortress America 
turned in on Itself in a posture 
of extreme and bellicose isolation- 
sm. 



The Interest of the story revolves 

around the stratagems used by 
the prisoners to escape from the 
"foolproof" confines of their pon** 

at colony. 

J. G. Ballard presents readers 
with a slightly different version 
o' his usual "catastrophe" sto- 
ry. In "High ntse" (204 pp.) 
a degenerative slide buck to prl- 
m:i! forms of tribalism Is s!:*- 
Micd as Institutions can no 
longer endure the demands and 
stress of social complexity. 

In his turn! Murk Ad lard wr- 
ites SF social commentary wh- 
ich oscillates agreeably between 
the serious and the comic. "Mut- 
tiface" (lB'lpp.) is a story of 
a culturally decaying society in 
which the "Executives" decide 
to artificially generate a Renais- 
sance. Their fumbling attempts 
to do so Involve a three part pro* 
Brum — the re-Iutroduotlon of 
the w;irk ethic for its spiritual 
benefits, the cultivation of mys- 
ticism, and ' Finally, the planners 
rely upon "aphrodolllos" (I.e. 
prostitutes) who have been given 
doses of cultural treatment to 
revitalize the w^ifng cr*»iilv« 
powers of their clientele. 




2) Anthologies of SF 

It Is remarkable how many •best* 
anthologies of SF stories are 
turned out every year. Either the 
credibility of their editors Istobo 
doubted or this energy on the 
part of editors Indicates thew!d? 
scope and variety of SF wrltlnj. 
The latter is probably the caw, 
for u .il Ike other genres of lit- 
erature, S" writing has not yet 
been corrupted by exagerrated th- 
emes of sex and violence. 

Below \ have listed six of the 
"best" aiVholcjjIes afl9?5,Tn!s 
list is by no nnans inclusive; 
yet, it is a start, aid there should 
be something in emU collection 
of Interest for everyone. 

"The Best Prom Fantasy and 
Science Fiction" (322pp # ) Is ed- 
ited by E. L. Feruun and includes 
pieces by some of the established 
writers of SF such as Brad- 
bury and Astmov, 

Donald A, Woll helm offers rea- 
ders "The Best SF Short Sto- 
ries No I" (2B0 w.). This colle- 
ction contains an exemplary piece 
of anthropological SF Invention 
and craftsmanship titled "DeVh 
and Designation Among Ihe 
Asadl" by Michael Bishop, 

Brian Aldiss took Hi? time oat 
from his om writing last y t »ar 
to sriit a collection of stories. 
"Evil Earths"(322 pp.). Those 
w*io are especially partial to Al- 
diss can no* relish his talents 
as an editor as well. 

Brian Aldiss also figures prom- 
inently in another collection o r 
stories published last year, 
"New Writings In Sr H (19D pp.) 
edited by Konnoth Bulmor. 0' 
the 2G slorios in this ontholojy, 
Aldiss* appears several time?, 
"The Future Makers" (174 pp.) 

edited by Peter Ila'nins offers 
a mixture of stories heavily 
studded with excerpts from est- 
ablished writers such as Stu- 
rgeon, Clarke, and Bradbury. 
Finally, there Is an anthology 
edited by Terry Ca*-r which str- 
ives to offer ontertainmtuit ra- 
♦her than relevance. In this 
work, "The Best Science Fic- 
tion of the Year 4" (272 pp.) 
appear such writers as Michael 
Moorcock for those who onjoy the 
new form of S? that mixes fan- 
tasy with literary allusion. For 
example a character In Moor- 
cock's story "Pate Roses" 
has the Impossible name Wer- 
ther de Goethe! 



3) Other 

A w*>ll illustrated history of 
science fiction wis written last 
year. This Is Franz Rottenst- 
elner's "The Science Fiction 
Book" (152 pp.). For those who 
w!sh to obtain a social and lit- 
er-try perspective on ihi* sii'j- 
J?et of SF , tills boak probably 
offers the most readable and ple- 
asant nutans of doing so. Hot- 
tenstolner shows how much of 
SF wltlns of late has degener- 
ated into exorbitant fantasies ojI- 
slde the realm of either pre- 
dl.tioi or plausibility. 

Of this sub-species of "irrel- 
evance" is a novel, "The Man 
wtth a Thousand NanK:3"(l59pp) 
by A.E. Van Vo^t* It involves rape 
in outer space, "mind-switch- 
ing", and the telepathic manipul- 
ation of the hero by the girls of 
"Mother", a female commnnethat 
required the services of a stud. 



A comparatively more interes- 
ting novel Is "Shipwreck" (192 
Pp.) by Charles Logan. It is a 
Robinson Crusoe style tale of 
improvised survival. Stranded on 




a distant world without any hope 
of rescue, a young pilot learns 
to cope with Ids luckless fate. 
Like the mythological hero, Sis* 
yphns, the pilot is Intriguing 
because of his ability todecelvo 
himself and thus postpone his In- 
evitable knowledge of defeat. 

In a less adventurous vein, Na- 
omi Mltchlson's "Solution Three" 
(1G0 pp.) seems to have found the 
answers to the food and popul- 
ation problem*; of planet earth. 
In the first Instance, a global- 
ly centralized control of food 
resources would be Implem- 
ented. In the second, the 
universal acceptance and prac- 
tice of male and female homos- 
exuality would defeat the Mal- 
thuslan trend of human fertility. 





Through the predictive eyes of 
Science Fiction, the year 1375 
seem* to have been a rather pes- 
simistic ona.

But according to Glen Allen o! 
MacLean's magazine "he wus a 
very good Information officer and 
had a good department* They don't 
know what they are losing." 

"t had (he highest respect for 
him", said John Yorston, city desk 
editor for the Montreal Star. "Ho 
was a guy you could calt and got a 
straight answer from. A good PR 
man." 

Stone's appeal will be heard 
by Concordia Rector John O'Brien 
sometime in the near future.

Metis leader feels 
race treated unjustly 



Edmonton (COP) — "Essent- 
ially and for ell intents and pur- 
poses we are squatters on this 
lan1...show me Justice in this 
country and Mi kiss your ass 
In front of the Post Office," 
Speaking for the Metis Assoc- 
iation of Alberta recently, Harry 
Daniels used these words to out- 
line the dilemma Metis face in 
Canada tojay. 

Mells are trying, he said, 
to maintain their culture In 
face of social ostracism and 
government Ineptitude. Fur- 
thermore they are not recogn- 
ized as having aboriginal rights 
and are left "homeless In 
ojr own land." 

"We have a culture that Is 
unique to this world," ho 
said. "We cannot maintain It 
undor our present situat- 
ion. It's a fight for survival. 
Ellhor the Metis people are 
alcoholic, on welfare, In jail 
or transients...thls is what 
w*'ve boon relegated to since 
our heritage was destroyed." 

The root of the problem as 
ho seas It Is that the Metis 



have not been provided land to 

live on, as treaty Indians have. 
"Once we have land, we Itave 
equity," he stated. "Given 
these things we could become 
economically independent and 
not have to depend on welfare." 

Daniels feels there Is hope. 
If the government will be 
sympathetic to the needs of the 
Metis, and If the Metis begin 
attacking the situation step by 
step. "You can't have poor 
people who are struggling for 
survival begin by combatting 
corporations," he pointed out 

Dsaf ears on bureaucratic 
heads are killing their hopes 
though, he said. "Last April 
I sat down with Trudeau and 
told him just what we needed. 
He said, 'Yes, you're right, 
Ml get back to you In 30 days/ 
Well, he's a little late now.LL 

The schema Daniels envisages 
would have the Metis people in 
ownership of land in the mid- 
Canada corridor, whore most of 
them now live. Given time, land 
and cooperation he feels they 
could begin to rise above 
their present situation. 



Canadian film-makers 
demand investigation 



WINNIPEG (CUP) — An ampli- 
cation for an Inquiry Into the 
market practices of the 
foreign-owned theatrical film 
distribution and exhibition system 
in Canada was filed Feb. 4 with 
the Combine Investigations Branch 
o! the Dept. of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs In Ottawa. 

The application was announced 
by Sandra Gathercole, chairperson 
of the 8,0OD member Council of 
Canadian Filmmakers, at the 
4th Winnipeg Film Symposium 
being held here. 

Also signing the application 
for an inquiry intopossibleatxise 
ot market control were author, 
television personality Pierre 
Berton, Saturday Night editor, 
Robert Fulford, film directors, 
Michel Brault, Alan King, and 
Peter Pearson, producer Budge 
Crawley and actor/writer Gordon 
Pinset. 

Practices of tied selling, exclu- 
sive agreements, and refusal to 



d»al with Independents were cited 
in the application as examples of 
abuse of market control. The 
applicants state that these pract- 
ices have been employed In the 
Canadian feature film market from 
"at least the early forties to the 
present" and that they constit- 
ute an offense under theCo;nbln?$ 
Investigation Act. 

Gathercole announced that 10 
distributors and exhibition com- 
panies were nam*d In the appli- 
cation, Including Famous Players, 
Odeon Theatres, United Artists, 
Paramount and Columbia Pic- 
tures, Warner Brothers, Twent- 
ieth Century Fox, Avco Embassy 
Distributors, and Walt Disney. 
The application states that twe 
foreign controlled corporations, 
Famous Players and toeon, 
tor.eth*r control In excess of 
63% of the rross earnings of 
the $200 million annual 
Canadian box office. The dis- 
tributors cited control between 
them more than 80 percent of 



the film rentals In Canada- 

The applicants contend that 
Canadian films have not had 
reasonable access to Ca.ia1lan 
theatres owned by the major 
chains , and that Independent 
Canadian exhibitors have not 
had access to first run films 
handled by tlm U.S. dlsfrl- 
buHoi companies. 

Tney also note that revenues 
earned In Canada by U.S. 
distributors have increased 
98.9 percent between I9"0 an1 
1 9 74. In 1974 Canada became 
the largest foreign market In 
the world for American films, 
while Canadian film production 
has fallen drastically over the 
past five years. 

The applicants conclude that 
an inquiry is needed because 
the extent of foreign control of 
the Canadian market restricts 
legitimate competition and 
places Canadian film;; a t an 
imm^ns* dlsalvantage In their 
own co-jntry.
